Paitimes 
exerciſed-npon the Ice ; and the Summer plowing 
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LK. PF7IL II. and Q. Mary proclaimed King an 'Queen. 
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Of ENGLAND in general. 


Oraſmuch as ths Almanach calculated for the Mers- 
dian of the Centre or middle Latitude of this King= 
dom, it is not improper to give fome ſhort account of the 
lame. Know therefore that the moſt Northerly part of 
England /zes in the Latstude of 56 deg. where thetr longeſt 
day is 17 hours 20 min. and their ſhorteſt 6 hours 40 min. 
The moſt Southerly part lies in the Latitude of 50 d, Zo Mm. 
So that their longeſt day s 16 ho. $ m. and ſporteſt 15 7 h. 
52 m. And the Latitude for which this Almanack us cal- 
culated 1s for the 54. deg. which is much about the middle 
thereof, the neareſt eminent place thereto being YORK, 
where the longeſt day 1516 hb. 54 m. and the ſhorteſt 7 h. 
6m. a mean berween the two former extreams, and there- 
fore of more general uſe to the Kingdom in general than 
any one extant. — Thu Kingdom 15 in length from Bar- 
wick 212 the North to the Iile of Wight in the South 320 
miles, and in breadth from Dover in the Eaſt, to the 
Lands end in Cornwal in the Weſt about 300 miles. — ]ts 
compaſs is about 1300 miles.
